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Kids sue stepdad over death of mom

TWIN FALLS - Nine children have filed a 
lawsuit against their stepfather,' accusing him 
of causing the trafTic accident that killed their 
mother. 

On Fcb.’22, Juan Fernando Nino was driv- 
ing his 1994 Chevrolet pickup back from the 
South Hills on Rock Creek Road. Inside Uie 
truck Were his brother and his wife, Tommie 
Moreno Nino. 


He was driving 86 m'ph in a 50 mpll area 
six miles south of Hansen when he lost con-' 
uol of the truck and it rolled, according to the 
lawsuit. His wife wa.sn't wearing a scat belt 
and was thrown from the truck; she was 
pinned underneath the vehicle os it came to 
rest in a sump pond. 

State Trooper Sidney Edwards said, in his 
report he found five empty Budweiscr beer 
cans in the truck and the dead woman 
smelled of alcohol. He later went to the hos- 
pital and found Nino and his brother. They 


each smelled of alcohol, but it was too late to 
give Nino a breath test 
Now her nine children are suing Nino in 
5th Di.sirict Court for the death of their moth- 

“It's an unusual cose,” said Mick Hodges, 
the attorney for the children. “But these intra- 
family lawsuits aren't uncommon.’’ 

Tommie Nina’s first husband died of n 
heart attack. She later moved her family from 
Washington to escape the gang violence there 
and married Juan Nino.

‘Tm here because I’m concerned 
about kids," he told the children. "I want 
to keep you from drowning.” 

Burks, 76, has been telling that mes- 
sage to Magic Valley School children for 
15 years. He. volunteered to lake the na- 
tionally produced Otto Otter water safe- . 
ty program to the schools because, he 
said, it had to be done, and no one else 
had lime to do it. 

He is a retired dairyman, and he has 
been on the board of directors for the 
Northside Canal Company for 34 years. 

“Do you know an otter is?” he

Fed chairman urges long-range view

WASHINGTON — Alan CrccnspanCvig- 
-ofoualy-defended the Federal Reserve’s 
smog of interest rate increases this year, ar- 
guing before disgruntled senators Friday it 
was far better to take some credit pain now 
to head off serious economic problems later. 

In thifface of a blistering attack, complete 
with critical editorial cartoons blown up to 
poster size, the chairman of the Federal Re- 
serve calmly insisted that the central bank 
was not trying to choke off the recovery. He 
said the Fed was merely making sure that 
unexpectedly fast economic growth this year 
does not translate into rising price and wage 
pressures next year. 

^e central bank pushed short-term intcr- 
'csl rates' down to-a"30-ycar’ low in late 1 992 
and kept them there for over a year. But 
Greenspan said continuing with that policy. 


this year “would have 
posed a risk of mount- 
ing inflationary pres- 
sures that we perceived 
as wholly unaccept- 
able.” 

Taking an optimistic 
'view of the future, 
Greenspan said he be- 
lieved the central 
bank’s strategy would 
be able to keep infla- 
tion contained and pro- 
long the economic re- 
covery. “If we arc successful in our current 
endeavors, there will not be an inbreose in 
overall inflation and trends toward price sui- 
bilily will be extended,” he said. 

However, Democrats on the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee remained unconvinced, con- 
tending that the central bonk was threatening

to push the country Into a recession because 
it was more concerned about pacifying un- 
reasonable inflation fears on Wall Street than 
protecting the jobs of.’ Americans on Main 
Street. "These so-called pre-emptive strikes 
against inflation ... have a withering effect 
on the recovery,” said Sen. Jim Sasser, D- 
Tenn. ‘Tight monetary policy not only jeop- 
ardizes job restoration but wage rcstoration 
as well.” 

“It would be foolhardy for us to needlessly 
bring this economic expansion to a prema- 
ture shutdown,” contimded the committee’s 
chairman, Don Ricgic, D-Mich. 

Greenspan stood his ground although he 
conceded that the central bonk had not fore- 
seen the sharp increase in long-term interest 
rates and the financial market turmoil that 
was triggered when it moved to boost inter- 
est rates for the first lime in five years on 
Feb. 4.

Advocates for abortion 
rights want issue kept 
out of 1996 platform

WASHINGTON — Shunted aside at the 
1992 GOP convention, Republicail support- 
ers of abortion rights are quietly mapping a 
comeback they hope will strip the party's 
anti-abortion plank from the platform in 
1996. 

According to those Involved, the heart of ' 
the effort is intended to multiply the number 
of delegates who oppose the abortion lan- 
guage at the next national convention, in- 
creasing their influence when the pthiform is 
drafted. 

THn992"cd'rtventlon'pn>duccd a-platform- — 
that was praised by the White House and 
conservatives but denounced as extreme by 
party moderates. Some moderates blame 
George Bush’s election loss in part on the ' 
convention!s tone, which they soy alienated 
women and minority voters. 

At a closcd-door meeting Tuesday orga- 
nized by Sen. Arlen Specter, R-Pa„ repre- . 
sentatives from the National Republican 
Coalition for Choice 'and Republicuns for ' 
Choice discussed strategies .to recruit like- 
minded delegates arid ensure a mord'foreeiul 
presence at the 1 996 convention. 

Also participating were other groups with 
an interest in the outcome.. The National 
Fede’ration'of Republican Women doesn’t 
take sides on abortion, but thinks the plat- 
. form should be silent on the issue. The 
American Association of University Women 
is non-partisan, but supports reproductive 
rights. The National Abortion Reproductive 
Rights Action League has no political affili- 
ation but would like to see the platform 
changed to support abortion rights. Planned 
Parenthood representatives also attended. 

“1 believe the anti-abortion plank hurt the 
party badly in 1992,” said Specter, who nar-. -- 
rowly won his third term that year os Bush 
lost in Pennsylvania. 

Abortion rights supporters "have not been 
05 persistent or as well organized as the oth- 
er side,” Specter said. 

Changing the abortion plank "will take 
getting involved in delegate selection in 
states. ... That's the only opportunity to be- 
come a member of the platform commit- 
tee,” said Maty Dent Crisp, a former party 
co-chairman who heads the National Re- 
publican Coalition for Choice. .■ 

The latest effort appears as a spinoff 
from the Republican Majority Coalition, a. 
group Specter helped found in .1992 to 
broaden the party by emphasizing the ccon- - 
omy, foreign policy and other “main- 
stream” Republican issues. Abortion, 
Specter and other members say, is a matter 
of conscience and should be dropped from . 
the platform. . • 

He is optimistic about changing the plat- 
form, but the record tells another story. In 
the past four conventions, committees re- 
jected abortion-rights proposals by wide 
margins. An Jittcmpt to bring the issue to 
the convention floor in 1992 foiled. 

Specter, who won significont labor and 
block support in his 1992 race, has traveled 
widely in recent months, addressing groups 
from California to Connecticut to outline - 
his vision for the party and try to Wild mo- 
mentum to excise the abortion plank.

Continued from A1 
asked, prompting a barrage of re- 
sponses from the students. Nod- 
ding padentiy, Burks continued. 

’*^ets like to play in water, just 
like kids like to play in water. 
That’s why we use these slides of 
Otto-Otter, to teach you kids hdw 
to be safe around water,” he said. 

In 8 slide show, cartoon charac- 
ter Otto Otter listed water safety 
rules in rhyme. Wear lifejackets in 
a boat, swim where there is a life- 
guard, learn how to swim and 
float, the friendly animal advised. 
Don’t depend on inflated devices 
and don't skate where thin ice is. 

The safety niles emphasized the 
dangers of swimming in canals. 

After the slide show, Burks 
asked the students to recall the 
rules'. As they did, one by one, he 
discussed back and forth with them 
the importance of each rule. 

“Moss is real dangerous,” he 
sold. ”It can grow, in a week's time 
and be so thick that you can get 
tangled up in it.” 

It’s up to older brothers and sis- 
ters to watch out for the younger 
cldidfm around water, Burks said. 

Shallow water, too, is danger- 
ous, he went on, advising the chil- 
dren to wear old tennis shoes when 
wading to protect their feet from 
gloss and wire. 

The students raised their right 
hands, repeated the rules of water 
safety ond pledged to obey them. 
Burks gave each student a coloring 
book. Ono Oner stickers and water 
safety pamphlets for their parents 
to read. 

Third-grade teacher Connie 
Thompson of Gooding said many 
of her students live in rural areas 
near canals and the Otto Otter pro- 
gram is full of valuable informa- 
tion. 

- Gooding County Sheriff Jim Jax 
said water safety programs for 
children are importont to this-area 
because there are so many rivers, 
canals and ditches. 

Over the post 10 years in Idaho, 
drownings in canals and irrigation 
ditches has- accounted for more 
than is percent of all accidental 
-deaths for children age four and 

Between 1984 and 1993, 49 peo- 
ple drowned in canals and irriga- 
tion ditches in Idaho. Of those, 35 
were children age 12 or younger, 
according to statewide statistics. 

Most people do not realize the 
'power that flowing and failing wa- 
ter can hove, Jax said, recalling 
how he himself nearly drowned 
'several years ago when he jumped 
into a eanai to save a dog, . 

Waterfalls hove hydraulics that 
can pull down swimmers with life 
jackets, he said. 

"Even a little waterfalls on our 
canals, a kid wouldn't have a 
chance,” he warned. ’’You can’t 
swim in that foam.” 

Public education like the Otto 
Otter program helps make people 
owoic of U)c dangers of water, Jax 
said. 

Burks sold be hos volunteered 
his time for the water safety pro- 
gram because he knows too well 
die horror of drowning. He told the 
students that his sister drowned 
when she was a child. Burks also 
Ibid how, during World War II, his 
ship wos sunk ot sea and be clung 
to a 10-man life raft with 30 other 
men for 36 hours. 

The students took turns telling 
obout their own close colls and 
places they like to swim. Burks ad- 
mined that, as 0 child, be loved to 
swim in canals on hot summer 
days near his rural home in 
Jerome. 

”Whot liulc 1 do, it isn't 
enough.” Burks said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Canada 
has given up on ncgoiialing a new 
'Pacific salmon lr.ealy>with ihc 
United States this 'year and will 
begin work next week un its own 
fishing plan for British Columbia, 
Canada’s top fisheries official said 
Friday. 

Members of Congress from 
Oregon and Washington want 
Canada to-agree to catch fewer fish 
that originate in the Columbia River, 
but Canada in turn wants Ahuska to 
catch fewer fish originating in the 
rivers of British Columbia. 

Brian Tobin, Canada’s minister of 
fisheries and'occans, said the U.S. 
fishing indust^ currently catches 6 
million more native Canadian ifl.'ih :i 
year than Ihc number of U.S. fish 


taken by Canadians. 

•’ll is very clear to us there is not a 
basis for negotiations." Tobin said 
after meeting with Clinton adminis- 
tration officials.

She rode in his nisting Volkswagen bus to a cam]^- 
ground, where the .retired pathologist hooked up his 
— !‘6uidde machine.'-^ : 

He first attached a heart monitor, then put an intra- 
venous lube in her arm. The tube delivered a saline 
solution until she pressed a button that injected thiopen; 
” tal, a coma-inducing drug, followed moments later by 
potassium chloride, which stops the heart within min- 
utes. . - 

Adkins, 54. described as strong and decisive by 
friend^ decided it was belter to give up life than spend 
it losing her memory to Alzheimer's disease. 

As the fourth anniversary of her June 4 death 
approaches, her stockbroker husband is constantly 
reminded of her. People approach him on the street and 
media attention remains intense. 

- ’‘Certainly I'Slill grieve for Janet and still think of her- 

and she’ll always be a part of my life. We were married 


together," sdd her husbaiid, who hasn’t remarried. 

She was i&vdridan’s first assisted suicide, cathpuli- 
ing him to the center of the debate over whether it is 
legal and moral to help tenntnally ill people kill them- 
selves. Since then, Kevorkian has assisted 19 more 
deaths. 

Adkins played the French horn and the piano, and 
lov^ philosophy and good literature. The couple trav- 
eled widely and shored a love of classical music that 
took them to France for several years, where he served 
in a military band. 

They read books together, played tennis and hiked. 

“She was an adventurer," her husband said. “She 
climbed Mount Hood. She went to the Himalayas and 
to ^epal and she went up in gliders and in a hot air bal- 
loon." 


By 1989, she had trouble reading and stopped playing 
the piano. She was diagnosed that year with 
Alzheimer’s. The family took every step to fight the dis- 
ease, including an experimental drug program at the 
University of Washington in Seattle. 

The couple, members of the Hemlock Society, 
believed In the right to die long before her diagnosis. 
Once she made the decision to end'her life before her 
illness became too severe, they had to struggle to find 
someone qualified to help her. 

Losing his wife. Adkins said, was like losing a part of 
.himself ! 

He recalled a doctor who told him that his best option 
was to shoot his wife in the head. Another doctor feared 
reguliiora would discover he had prescribed an over- 
dose. 

Now the righl-lo-die cause consumes Adkins’ life. He 
is the Oregon Hemlock Society’s president and spends 
much of hts time traveling the lecture and talk show cir- 
cuit. 

"1 feel thafif 1 can help in any way by talking to you 
or to anybody else, by giving people a choice to leave 
this life wijji their dignity still intact and nol force the 
tremendous suffering required by some religious 
groups. I'm doing something worthwhile," he said.

His views have hurt his business. Old friends have 
shunned him. He finds some solace in the support of his 
three sons. 

“Actually, my convictions arc stronger now." said 
Ronald Adkins Jr., the eldest at 36. "She did what she 
felt she needed to do, and it strengthened as. I would 
like the same choice myself." 

Adkins, 61. believes resistance to establishing a 
right to die will eventually crumble because the pub- 
lic is frustrated with doctors who prolong suffering, 
hospitals that profit from extending life without 
meaning or value, and politicians who refuse lo 
write laws giving the terminally ill the final decision 
about their bodies. 

“It’s like a rives," he said. "The river is ntnning and 
flowing that way and you can’t hold it back."

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Explosion, fire rip Shell plant in 
Ohio; several Workers missing

BELPRE. Ohio (AP) — An 
explosion al a chemical-plant'Senl 
flames shooting hundreds of feel 
into the air Friday and produced a 
mass of thick, black smoke that 
forced 1,700 people to flee. 

Three employees who were in (he 
Shell Chemical Co. plant were miss- 
ing Friday aftemoon, plant manager 
Arnic Dittmar said. He would not 
identify them, but said their families 
hatl l>cen notified. 

No injuries were reported, and it 
wasn't known whether the smoke 
and fumes were toxic. The plant pro- 
duces a thermoplastic rubber used in 
automotive parts, footwear and 
adhesivks. 

Fifty to 75 of (he factory ’.s 480 
employees were working at the time 
of the explosion, spokesman Mike 
While said. 

The plant along U.S. 50 is a com- 
plex of buildings covering about 15 
acres, located about a mile from this 
Ohio River town of 6,800 people. 




Tlie fire began around 6:30 a.m. in 
one building and spread to at least 
one tank, which collapsed, said 
Washington County Fire Capl. Chris 
Forshey. He did not know the tank's 
contents. 

The cause of the explosion was 
not immediately known. 

By early afternoon, flumes were 


shooting 300 to 600 feet high, and 
the heat was so intense that firefight- 
ers had to back off. 

In a statement from its Houston 
headquarters, Shell said the fire was 
contained to the plant.. 

Two of the burning chemicals 
were pciroleum-bascd solvents 
cyclohexane and styrene monomers, 
said Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency spokesman Rob Berger. 
Both are used in the production of 
plastics and can produce irritating or 
poisonous gases. 

Authorities evacuated 15 homes in 
•Porterfield, five miles wesi-of 
Bclprc, and later ordered the evacua- 
tion of everyone within a one-mile 
radius of the plant. 

A nearby portion of U.S. 50 was 
closed, and schools in the city and 
some surrounding areas canceled 
classes. The Coast Guard was advis- 
ing commercial and recreational 
boaters to avoid the Ohio River al 
Bclpre because of the smoke.

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Solzhenitsyn returns to Russia, Briefly 
says he’ll never write again 


VLADIVOSTOK. Russia (AP) — 
To ihc traditiono] greeting of bread and 
soil and the emotional cheers of thou- 
sands. Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
returned to his homeland Friday after 
20 years in exile — and said he will 
never write again. 

“I have already written itU of my 
books and fulfilled my literary task.” 
he told the ITAR-Tass news agency in 
an interview. “Now I don't have any 
time for writing. It’s time to start Ihe 
hard work of rebuilding and reviving 
Russia.” 

Solzhenitsyn's criticism of Josef 
Stalin sent him to ilic labor camps as a 
young man in World War II. and his- 
powerful writings on the cruelty of the 
communist system got him expelled 
from the Soviet Union in KGB hand- 
cuffe in 1974. 

HLs books — among them "One Day 
in the Life of Ivan Denisovich” and 
' "The First Circle” — also won him the 
Nobel 'Prize in literature in 1970 and 
acclaim as Russia’s conscience and 
greatest living writer. 

Some Russians question whether he, 
has been away too Jong to have much' 
impact in a Russia changed radically 
by the fall of communism. 

But about 4.000 people stood in the 
rain for hours at Vladivostok’s central 
square waiting for Solzhenitsyn. When 
he arrived in a .white Japanese minivan 
from the airport. -shouts qf “Hurrah!” 
rose from the crowd. 

Solzhenitsyn. 75. looked pale and 
tired .after a 38-hour ^trip from 
Cavendish. Vt., where he lived the la.st 
...18 years. Evincing an. occasional smile. . 
he said he was overwhelmed with 
emotion at his long-awaited homecom- 
ing. 

‘i know I am coming to a Russia 
that is tom, discouraged, disoriented, 
changed beyond recognition, convul- 
sively searching for lLsclf, for iLs own 
true identity,'.' Solzhenitsyn said in a 
■~l(Fmlnuiesp«cch. 

“I hope in meeting with many peo- 
ple to verify rrty impressions, and I am 
ready to revise them. But I would like 
during these meetings to help to find 
together with you a true path out of our 
75-year-oId quagmire, to find a future 
so that our people, our children, our' 
nation, finally will discover the light 
and spirituol (xace." 

Solzhenitsyn, who was born os the 
Bolshevilu seized power and long pre- 
dicted communism would not lost his 
lifetime, stood with his sons Stephan 
and Yennplai and his wife, Natalia, 
who clutclied a handful of white flow- 
ers.

"He was the first who began to break 
the yoke of ideology on our souls, and 
we are beginning to feel like free 
men,” said Gavrilov, who smiled 
broadly with a mouthful of gold teeth. 

From Vladivostok, Solzhenitsyn 
plaas to travel by train across the coun- 
try to see the sweeping changes Russia 
has undergone since he wa.s exiled 
from the then-communist police state 
under KGB guard in February 1974. 

He will live in o red brick home 
overlooking the Moscow lUver on the 
outskirts of (he capital. .'

U.N. begins evacuation

JEROME, - A blue envelope with the 
words “Adult Material’’ and addressed to 
Slanicy Lott arrived at his house Friday. 
Inside was a 14-pagc pamphlet of 1-900 
phone-numbers with sexually explicit 
photos inside. 

Lott’s wife promptly burned the mate- 
rial. 

“It was just really bad,” Lott said. 
“There’s nothing stopping kids from 


opening the mail and seeing this." 

His was one of many Magic Valley 
households that received the direct mail 
advertisements for sex phone lines on 
Friday. 

"We got a rash of it today,” said Bob 
Semple, acting Twin Falls postmaster. 
“We usually get about one complaint a 
month. But this is the first time we’ve 
had five complaints in one day; So we’rc- 
going to tally this up and keep a count 
because this is so unusual.” 

Such direct mailing of sexually explic- 


it matter isn't illegal, he said. 

These envelopes were mailed by bulk 
mail by Laguna Entertainment of Bever- 
ly Mills, Calif. The envelopes clearly 
state “Adult Material” and in small print 
there is a disclaimer that says “Sexually 
oriented material for adults only, not in- 
tended for minors.” 

Semple is trying to get people who ' 
have received the mailing from Laguna 
Entertainment to bring the material in to 
the post office. They must then sign d 
form stating they .don’t want such mail.

An 
emergency room doctor told police that X- 
rays also revealed a broken radius bone in 
the girl’s left orm that had been healing for 
about two weeks, according to a written 
statement by Twin Falls police detective 
Chuck Dudley in Beat's court file. 

Beat told police that he had been pushing 
the girl in a walker two days earlier when 


the walker collapsed and he fell on her, the 
statement says. 

“Mark stated that was 'probably' when 
the leg had been broken,” Dudley said in 
his affidavit. 

Beat is not in custody. He and the child's 
mother arc separated, and Brook is living 
with her mother, Twin Falls County prose- 
cutor G. Richard Bevan said. 

A date will be set for Beat’s arraignment 
in District Court. The penalty for felony in- 
jury to a child ranges from one year in the 
county jail to 10 years in prison.

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Legislators unsure of list effect Courts to decide partnership

BOISE Resource industry 
group;; have warned a legislative 
committee that a federal list of 844 
Idaho stream segments potentially 
threatened by pollution a>uld go a 
long way to wrecking the state.'s 
economy. . . 

' The U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency on May 16 released the 
list for possible renovation under the 
federal Clean Water Act. 

It includes nearly 12.000 miles of 
streams and was ordered by U.S. 
District Judge William Dwyer after 
he determined the EPA did not ade- 
quately protect Idaho w.ater qualjty 
in accepting the stale '.s list of orily 
36 segments not meeting standards. 

"The Clean Water Acl'can be 
more extensive in effect than the En- 
dangered Species Act," .said Joe 
Hinson, exectitive vice president of 
the Intermouniain Forest Industry 
Association. 

His group and others filed for in- 
tervener status in the case. Tliey met 
Wednesday with the Legislative 
Council Committee on the Snake 
River Basin Adjudication. 

“My guess is the Forest Serv'lce 


could suspend any logging^ctivities 
on drainages that are on the list. This 
sort of thing could take all sorts of 
Byzantine twists.” 

The Clean Water Act would re- 
quire a “total maximum daily ioad” 
of pollution a stream segment could 
take in, such as siltation. It could 
prevent any activity (hat would have 
an effect until the load is deter- 
mined. 

“If the judges order us to do that, 
it could shut down the slate," said 
attorney A1 Barker, representing the 
industries. 

After a 30-day public comment 
period, the EPA will projxjsc its pri-‘ 
orities for cleanup, putting any ac- 
tion off until about mid-July. 

Jim Yost of the Idaho Farm Bu- 
reau said that even if (he state could 
narrow the list by 100 or more, there 
still would be hundreds of segments 
to consider. 

The first farm group that would be 
affected arc ranchers who graze their 
stock on public land, and feed lot 
operators. Yost said. 

"They will be the first wave to fed 
that impact.” he said. “Crop production 
that could'contribute to the sediment 
]o.iding would be next." 


The state Division of Environ- 
mental Quality is also trying to fig- 
ure how it will handle the EPA’s 
vast ysi, ^id Larry Koenig, chief of 
monitoring ahd (ethnical support. 

“We took the tack that we were 
innocent until proven guilty" on wa- 
ter quality^ he said. “We view the 
court ruling as guilty until proven 
innocent." 

Sen. Laird Noh, R-Kimberly, 
chairman of the Senote Re^urces 
and Environment Committee, said 
he had checked some of the listed 
stream segments in his area and dis- 
covered “extreme errors and inaccu- 
racies” in the EPA’s judgment. 

Walton Poole of the Division of 
Environmental Quality said the list 
would shrink rapidly if the public 
supplies plenty of evidence their lo- 
cal creeks are not ailing as supposed.

The Alliance of Idaho. Tribes 
has announced plans for an initia- 
tive to allow casino gambling on 
reservations. But the drive has 
only five weeks to produce 32,016 
signatures from registered voters.

"Idqho people have expressed 
thei^eelings, and I iniend to ad* 
he^ to the constitutional law we 
have on casino gambling, which is 
'none in Idaho," the attorney gen- 
eral said. 

EchoHawk, a Pawnee Indian, 
-has been criticized.'by-6ome tribal- 
leaders for his stance against cosi* 
no gambling. Earlier this month, 


some tribes withdrew their en- 
dorsement for EchoHawk in the 
primary election and threw their 
support to former state senator 
Ron Beilelspacher. But 
EchoHawk won the nomination 
anyway, getting 74 percent of the 
vote. 

Bob Bostwick, Coeur d'Alene, a 
spokesman for the alliance, said 
attorneys are'Iooking over the ini- 
tiative, and (he alliance will use 
the best method possible to get 
casino gaming on reservations.

NAMPA (AP) — Some faculty 
and students were sent home for 
smoke inhalation after a military 
smoke grenade was detonated at 
Nampa’s South Junior High School.

The House Appropriations 
Committee again followed 
President Clinton’s lead Thursday 
and voted to strip INEL’s Integral 
Fast Reactor project of all hut shut- 
d(»wn funds. 

Last year Argonne Ntitional 
Laboratory officials were able to 
r;iMy support in the Senate to get 
funding restored. But this year, pro- 
ject spokesman Richard Lindsay 
,s;iid the Energy Department ii;is for- 
bidden him and others from talking 
to Congress., 

"They have done some strange 
things," Lindstiy said. "They have 
essentially put us on notice that If 
we mess with the system, all deals 
are off." and Argonne may end up 
losing funds for more projeefs.. 

The Integral Fast Reactor pro- 
ject is intended to create a safer 
generation of nuclear reactors 
able to burn nuclear wastes such 
as weapons-gradc plutonium. It 
costs about SI 18 million a year. 
The project has been going on 


since the 1980s. and Argonne 
says it needs about two more 
years to prove the technology on 
a commercial scale. 

The House committee agreed 
with Clinton that the project- 
should end early, said committee 
staffer Aaron Edmondson. The 
government opposes the research 
contending it has no near-term 
commercial applications and the 
reactor could be modified to pro- 
duce mure plutonium and nuclear 
weapons. 

Edmondson said the committee 
decided to give Argonne S90 mil- 
lion in the next budget to shut down 
the program. 

The House recommended similar 
action last year, hut the Senate 
fought for the program and eventu- 
ally restored funding. Lindsay said 
he wtLsn'l confident the same thing 
would happen this year. 

Lindsay previously said he 
expected Argonne to thrive in new 
fields of rc.search even if the Idaho 
project ended, hut Friday he wasn't 
so sure.

The monthly revenue update from

That anemic performance was 
partially offset by continued unan- 
ticipated strength in paycheck with- 
holding. and sales and corporate tax 
collections. But the potential cash 
surplus that totaled $11.5 million in 
March was still own to $6.5 million 
at the end of lust month. 

There were, however, indications 
that the siphoning of cash was over 
and the likely surplus would proba-- 
bly resume building during the final 
two months of the spending year 
that ends June 30. 

"The early 1994 data shows no 
letup in the slate's expansion," said 
John Mitchell, chief economist for 
U.S. Bancorp. "The year is off to a 
strong start. ... The broad-based 
naiurc of the employment gains is 
evident — numerically dominated 
by the service sector, where business 
_ and health .services grew rapidly." .. 

Underscoring Mitchell's assess- 
ment was the fad that paycheck 
withholding, a kcy^tndicuior of the 
state's employm'eni strength, 
increased 7 percent more than ana- 
lysts expected. Idaho has been' 
among the national leaders in job 
growth for several years.

injuries — during testing of new safety mea- 
sures, no less. 

Formula One is scrambling to improve the' 
safely of its cars, which ore lighter, more 
nimble than their Indy counterparts. In fact, 
they already have taken some Indy-like mca- 
sure.s, such os raising the height of tl)c cock- 
pit to protect a driver’s head from flying de- 
bris. 

“Any scriK can leam from another scries," 
said Nigel Mansell, a champion in both kinds 
of open-wheel racing. "There's good and bad 
in anything. The tricky part is getting people, 
fo ogrcc.” 

At the moment. Indy cars seem to be 
ahead of the curve when it comes to safely 
for the opcn-whccl racers. 

"A very good example is the weight of the 
car,” Mansell said. "The cars here ore 400 
pounds heavier than Formula One cars. ... 


Now I’m not suggesting that Formula One 
should make their cars 400 pounds heavier. 
But maybe SO pounds, 1 00 pounds would 
help." 

Grant has a few suggestions for the Indy 
cor circuit, beginning with less emphasis on 
technology and more emphasis on the driver. 

"My guess 'is-thc driver is 10 percent re- 
sponsible for the overall performance of the 
cor," he said. "1 would like to sec that 'go 
back to the other side of 50 percent so wc can 
separate the men from the boys."- 

Formula One, with budgets that dwarf 
Indy car teams, is grappling with the same 
problem on a grander scale. After lost sea- 
son, omid complaints that the cars were 
being driven more by computers than peo- 
ple, it eliminated devices such os the ac- 
tive suspension, which aulomotically lev- 
eled the chossis.

Mark Kurz, general sales manager of 
Coral Springs Nissan Inc., said records 
of the transaction show Sawyer pur- 
chased the car without a lien against 
the title, which means it was not -fi- 
nanced through a bank loan. 

“It was paid in some form of cash, 
probably a bank check," Kurz said Fri- 
day. “We don’t accept cash for any- 
thing over $10,000; so it would be a 
bank check." 

Sawyer’s mother. Lydia dark of 
WesL told the Sl Pctcisbuig Times iii a 
Friday stoiy that she and her husband fi- 
nanced the purchase of the Nissan. Mis. 
dark works pail time as a school cafete- 
ria cashier hnd her husband operates a 
small muffierrepairshop. 


Sawyer, who wo-s drafted in April by 
the Cincinnati Bcqgals, wasn't avail- 
able for comment despite attempts to 
reach him through his family, his 
agent, the Bengals, his former team- 
males and his agent. 

But in the Spor1.s Illustrated article. 
Sawyer admitted taking money and 
clothing, which he said lie deserved.

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Missionaries 
pressfor 
S. Africa change 

When something luippens that is os starring 
and grand as the cimnges that recently took 
place in South Africa, most of us watch with 
interest but have little idea how many people 
risked their lives to bring it about 
Tlie struggle there went on for nearly 50 
years. During tliat time, us you can imagine, a 
good many heroes emerged to kcc^thc effon 
going. Many of those heroes were missionaries 
from the United States - every brand of 
Oiri.snan imaginable — sent to Africa to move 
people away from traditional African religions 
and establish Christianity forever. 



But instead, they were thrown into one of 
the most noble struggles of this century and a 
social transformation that .will forever be rec- 
ognized us cataclysmic in nature. 

Not surprisingly, tlie first steps toward wip- 
ing out the brutal racial divisions tlial charac- 
terized South Africa during tliose years were 
taken by tliose U.S. missionaries. 

So, the other chy I sat down with die Rev. 
Jim Knutson. 66. a former Lutheran mission- 
ary who spent 20 years in direct contact witli 
the oppressed people of that nation. Knutson 
says the memory of events he witnes-sed in 
South Africa from 1954 to 1972 and the recent 
victories there have Icfi him a bit dazed. 

“I can’t believe it," Knutson soys as we 
began to talk. “I keep pinching myself. I get 
very emotional.'’ 

B y the time Knut.son and his wife,. A rlene, • 
— arnved in South Atnca os misslonariesTor tlie 
now-defunct Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
apanlicid had already been cstabli^od by the 
Nationalist Party, which came to power in 
1948. Freedom of movement for blocks had 
been restricted. Some were denied an educa- 
tion. And no black punton could vote, 

But in the churches, black people ran ilic 
show. Wliiic mi.<t,sionarics did not outomatical- 
ly become the pastors of con^gations, nor did 
dicy take the leadership positions at denomina- 
tional hcadquaners. . . - 

Knutson says his ussi^ment'in South Africa 
was to support the native clergy who were 
heading parish es, ninning schools ond minis- 
"tcring directly 'to die people tnHieblack town- 
ships. 

But cvctytliing changed on March 21, 1960, 
-when tlii^t^Fcs^ rescmmcnis-of black peo- 
ple suddenly erupted in a town called 
Shorpeville. The Souili African police moved 
in ond massacred 68 black protesters. Many 
more were detained and tortured witliout trial. 
After tliat cpLiodc, Knutson says, tlie activists 
fled for tlicir lives, some to foreign countries, 
where they found sympathizers and weapons. 

But tlic big cliongo tlul took place in Soulli 
Africa after the Sharpcville affair was the 
mobilization of tlic South African Council of 
Churches, which became the voice, of 
Christianity speaking against the oppression 
that held the country in chains. Evc^ mainline 
church joined (lie ecumenical organization, and. 
witli that solidarity came the power to speak 
against injustice. 

Tlicy were not speaking alone. The influ- 
ence of Christianity in these matters lies in its 
international unity. As the news of Sharpcville 
spread around the world, every major denomi- 
tution issuc^ resolutions decrying the violence 
and oppression. Even though the government 
refused to lift apartheid, the outcry coming 
from religious people raised the concerns of 
the international community. 

By the lime Knutson left South Africa in 
1972 to become the secretary of African mis- 
sions for liis denomination. Nelson Mandela 
was a political prisoner, and his organization, 
the African National Congress, was crushed. 
But tlicre was a “ferment,” Knutson says, that 
drove the need for change deeper into the 
nation’s consciousness. 

Knutson looks back on these events with 
incredulity. Me was a small-town boy who 
went to Souili Africa immediately after gradu- 
ating from Luther Seminary in Sl Paul, Minn. 
Little did he loiow that his assignment would 
throw him into one of the great dramas of this 
cennny. 

“I've had the experiences of several life- 
times," Knutson says. 

Now Knutson also believes that South 
Africa must move forward on its problems: 50 
percent illiteracy among older citizens, Iialf its 
people unemployed and 7 million living in 
shanties. 

“It will take a long time to overcome those 
problems,” Knutson says. "But there’s a lot of 
commitmenufrom people in the government 
•and a. lot of talent I would say, except for the 
neo-Nazi hardliners on the right, whites arc 
saying, ‘ W? have to make this work.’ "

Pastor documents rise o f gay power 


Conservative church became embroiled in debate when it fired homosexual organist

■ TWIN FALLS - It happened late at night. 

1 1 years ogo, but Chuck Mcllhcnny hasn't 
forgotten the sight, the sound or the feeling. 

At first, he thought someone was outside 
his home banging trash cans together. He 
quieted his breathing to listen more closely, 
A few seconds later, a ball of fire spun 
tlirough his bedroom window. 

It was the culmination of nearly five years 
of death threats and attacks on his property, 
his church and his family, Mcllhcnny said in 
a phone interview last Monday. He's since 
written a book about his experiences. On 
Wednesday, Idaho Family Forum will bring 
him to Thvin Falls to tell his story. 

Mcllhcnny has been the pastor of the First 
Orthodox Presbyterian Church in San 
Francisco for more than 20 years. It’s a 
small congregation, less than 50 members, 
with an old fashioned parsonage-next-door- 
to-thc-church setup. The church is of the 
conservative bent. Its pastor teaches his peo- 
ple that adultery, fornication and homosexu- 
ality are contrary to the word ofGod. 

All was well in that little Califomia'con- 
gregation until the summer of '78, when 
wo^ leaked out that the church organist was 
a practicing homo.scxual. 

"Wc let him go,” Mcllhcnny said, "and 
we soon found out it’s against the law to do 
tliat.” 

The church was sued. 

.'I Though Mcllhcnny and his people even- 
tually won in court (“wc had to prove there' 
was a history behind our belief^"), it cost 
them SI 00,000 to do so. By that time, the 
story had become front page news, and 
Mcllhcnny had become a somewhat unwill- 
ing spokesman for the anii-goy culture. 

“The whole issue of homosexuality was 
an area 1 didnh-ffiimUQ-gcUDtQAMcllhcmiy- 
said, “but, in the province of God, it was 
brought to us.” 

Mcllhcnny’s book, written with his wife 
Donna, is entitled "When the Wicked Seize 
a City." (Hunting House, S9.99) It explores 
“the rise of gay power” and encourages 
’ Chri.stians to organize and prepare for battle. 

"The issue is actually secular humanism, 
and homosexuality is' just one phase of it,” 
Mcllhcnny said, “but homosexuality is 
explicitcdly, repeatedly talked about in the 
Old. ami New j’estoments.os. being oyetsly-: 
antagonistic t&oioM'vqlucs.”- ' ” '

Religion takes center stage in Texas elections

PLANO, Texas - A holy war of sorts haS^ 
broken out in this part of the Bible Belt, 
where religion is the subplot in local school 
board and government elections. 

Increased political activism here by con- 
servative Christians is part of a larger 
national trend. Critics charge that conserva- 
tive Christian candidates aren’t honest 
about their backing or intentions and hove 
secret agendas they want to implement if 
elected. 

As for the conservatives, they say the' 
buttle is simply left vs. right politics and 
it’s the liberals who arc injecting religion 
into the debate. 

"It’s unfair and bigoted to label them a 
danger or label them as religious right or 
label them zealots," says Mike Russell, a 
natfonal spokesman for Christian Coalition, 
a Chesapeake, Va. organization founded by 
religious broadcaster Pat Robertson. 

“A person’s faith should never be the 
issue," he said. 


“1 don't think you have to be a rcligiou.s 
con.scrvativc to realize that condom distri- 
bution is a volatile issue,” he said. 

That very issue was a hot topic in tire 
recent school board elections in the Dallas 
suburb of Plano, where conservative 
Christians defeated the school board presi- 
dent, vice president and a 12-ycar board 
member. ,, 

Don Mills, who defeated board president 
Howard Shapiro, acknowledges that a bloc 
of Christian voters helped get him elected. 
However, he says his campaign was based 
on issues, not religion. 

“I’m not running as a Christian candi- 
date,” Mills said. “Pdo happen to be a 
Christian and have Christian values. But 
there arc a lot of people who share my 
views, and 1 think a lot of it is conservative 
views, loo.” 

Shapiro agreed people arc concerned 
about declining morality and arc turning to 
the schools ns a way to change the trend. 

“Whot I don’t want is them imposing 
their morality on my children,” Shapiro 


s.'iid, “I don't want them telling my children 
when to pray and, how to pray and giving 
my children their values." 

Religion played a part in other elections 
with similar results, 

In Austin, voters overturned the city’s 
“domestic partnefs" benefits policy follow- 
ing a campaign launched by the Chri.stian 
group Concerned Texans Inc. 

The policy extended insurance benefits 
to the unmarried partners of city employees 
- including same sex partners - and its 
defeat was.a blow to Austin Democrats. 

“They whipped us bad,” said Scottic 
Shelton, a city electrician whose domestic 
partner lost her insurance bcncflu. "This is 
a wakc-up call to liberal Austin and. free 
thinkers everywhere.” _ 

In Midland, a loose group called 
.Conservative Republicans endorsed candt- 
dates in four race.s for mayor, City Council, 
school district and college district. Two of 
those candidates - including the mayor's 
challenger - won. 

The Richardson scliool board election 


also included accusations that candidates 
were fronting for conservative Christian 
groups. 

"There are a lot of us who are just really 
appalled (hot it has gotten to this point ... 
that because you do not go to these 
extremes, you are now a liberal and not 
even Christian,” said Richardson school 
board president Bctiye Stripling. 

"Wc have districts in the state of Texas 
that have been completely demolished by 
elected people who want to put their own 
beliefs and idca.s into a public .school sys- ' 
lem, and that’s inappropriate. Thai’s the 
thing wc have to remember - it’s a public 
school sy,stem." Mrs. Stripling said. 

Gary Scoggins, who lost in his bid for 
the, Richardson board, said the "religious 
right" terminology is a tactic used by liber- 
als. 

“It’s a typical political foray of labeling 
someone so that (voters) believe they arc 
radical," Scoggins said. "No one wants to 
support someone who is radical."

Western gay congregations 
worry about fighting attacks

BOISE - Scott Phipps, Ts honest in assess- 
ing how the 40 gay churches he supervises 
are coping with proposed anti-gay measures 
in five western stales, including Idaho. 

“It’s overwhelming. 1 won’t lie,” Phipps, 
Northwest distfict coordinator for the 
Metropolitan Community Churches, said 
Thursday. — 

Phipps is among 250 delegates ot the 
church’s annual conference, which ends 
Sunday iaBoisc. Church administration is on 
the agenda, but fending off verbal attacks 
from fundamentalists and anti-gay initiative 
supporters is on the minds of many in atten- 
••dancc. 

' Most congregations will have to fight the 
battles on their own. With ojily 1,500 mem- 
bers in eight western stotes. Metropolitan 
Community Churches lack the money to 
mount campaigns against the anti-gay mea- 
sures. 

"We only have ourselves and our gifts and 
talents to spring forth an effort,” Phipps said. 
"God doesn’t give us any challenge we can’t 
handle.” 


He said the church’s role can make a dif- 
ference. "People have to politicize them- 
.selves. Tlicy can be involved and say hate Ls 
a crime.” 

The Idaho Citizens Alliapcc is trying to 
get an anti-gay rights initiative on the 
November ballot. It would bar the state 
from extending civil rights protections to 
homosexuals. 

Boise’s Metropolitan Church has about 
50 members. The city was cho.scn as this 
year’s conference site in support of local 
efforts to fight the Idaho Citizens Alliance 
initiative. 

"Wc os lesbians and gays live with this 
always. Wc hope to open the eyes and cars 
and hearts of society,” Phipps said. 

Anti-gay initiatives are proposed in Idaho, 
Washington, Utah, Oregon and Alaska. One 
goal of the conference is to build a network- 
ing and support system among church mem- 
bers. 

’T believe that good and God will win,” 
said Linton Stables, attending the confer- 
ence from San Frahcisco. “Maybe not this 
year, but in the end. Fairness based on a 
Christian belief will prevail.” 


Lawmakers criticize 
religious harassment guide

WASHINGTON - New administra- 
tion guidelines aimed at stopping reli- 
gious harassment at work could lead to 
bans on all religious expression, law- 
makers said Thursday in opposing the 
regulations. 

Rep. Howard "Buck” McKcon, R- 
Calif.. said he had more than 120 spon- 
sors for a resolution urging the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Conimission 
to remove references to religious harass- 
ment in proposed guidelines. 

.McKcon said they would lead to 
employers barring all religious expres- 
sion in the workplace, violating' First 
Amendment guarantees of freedom of 
religion. 

’ "Under the EEOC’s proposed guide- 
lines, an employee who wears a cross. 
Star of David or other religious symbol, 
or who keeps a Bible on a desk could be 
accused of religious harassment,” he 
asserted. 


file EEOC guidelines under the 1964 
Civil Rights Act cover workplace 
harassment based on race, color, reli- 
gion. gender, national origin, age or dis- 
ability. 

Conservative Chri.stian groups, which 
initiated the campaign to delete religion 
from the list, claimed that employers 
would be forced to create "rcligion-frcc” 
workplaces in order to avoid legal action 
oyer religious disputes. 

Sen. Howell Heflin, D-Ala., who 
plans to hold hearings on the issue next 
month, agreed that “religious freedom 
could be suppressed in the workplace by 
employers who arc simply. trying to 
avoid legal problems.” 

"Apparently, if you have a Bible on 
the comer of your desk, that’s going to 
constitute harassment," . said. Rep. 
Roscoe Bartlett, R-Md.

Presbyterian director quits 
after organizing conference 


LOUISVILLE. Ky. (AP) - An 
associate director for the 
Presbyterian Church has left her 
position amid complaints about 
her participation in a conference 
that examined new ways of imag- 
ining God. 

Mary Ann Lundy left her po.st 
as associate director of church- 
wide planning May 19. She was 
instrumental in planning a“Re- 
linagining God" conference in 
Minneapolis last November. 

"Circumstances have made her 
(Lundy’s) goal of effective .ser- 
vice to the Ciuirch unattainable,” 
said James Brown, the denomtnu- 
tion’s c.xcculive director. 

Brown would not say exactly 
what circumstances led to 
Lundy’s'departurc. 

Lundy could not be reached for 
comment. 

-Tlic "Re-linagining God” con- 
ference ihviicd women theolo- 
gians to look at new way.s of pic- 
turing God, Jesus, church, cre- 
ation, community, and the world. 

Conference partieij^nts report- 
edly challenged the ovcrwhelrn- 
ingly male references to God in 
prayer and scripture and explored 
God's feminine aspects. 

Critics of the conference said ii.s 
participani.s participated in here.sy 
and called for Lundy’s dismissal. 


The Presbyterian ‘Cay 
Committee Inc. spearheaded the 
criticism in its newspaper. The 
Presbyterian Layman. The news- 
paper asked church members to 
withhold contributions in protest. 

It also asked the church to 
apologize for the conference and 
issue a statement explaining 
what is, beyond the bounds of 
faitli. 

A Presbyterian Church news 
release said the church lost S2.4 
million in donations nationwide 
because of the committee's 
protest. 

An editor at The Presbyterian 
Layman said Lundy’s departure 
has not resolved larger contro- 
versies within the church. 

“One individual stepping aside 
doesn't change the direction of 
the denomination," said Robert 
Mills, associate editor of the 
paper. 

Some church staff members at 
its Louisville headquarters have 
begun wearing bells on green 
ribbons in protest of the influ- 
once Mills and other conserva- 
tive group.s seem to have in. the 
church. 

"The bells say that wc will not 
be silent," staff member Rebecca 
Tollefson said. ’’And the ribbons 
arc 0 symbol oflife and hope." 


Popular novel foretells peace accord

"R” stands for responsibility.

Alone wc can't sec the hori- 
zon. Wc need to stand on another's 
shoulders. Jesus expressed this when 
he beckoned to Jews to come unto 
him as a mother hen would beckon 
her chicks to come under her wings.

Presbyterian director quits 
after organizing conference

The story tells of an enga^hg, affa- 
ble stranger who appeared in the Holy 
Land in the hostile atmosphere 
between Jews and Palestinian Arabs, 
but he soon had them meeting togeth- 
er and building mutual trust. 

It jed to a pact of peace between 
them, the talc goes, ending their long, 
sometimes deadly conflict of suspi- 
cion, hatred, fears and inlermitlcnt 
war. 

That cooperative accord is 
described in a popular novel, ‘'Joshua 
in the Holy Land"- by the Rev. Joseph 
F. Girzone. it came out almost a year 
before Io.sl fall’s compact actually was 
achieved. 

“An Orthodox rabbi called me up 
and said he had never dreamed that he 
would ever see the day when fiction 
would become prophecy,” Girzone 
said. “People said it couldn’t happen 
and I had no way of knowing.” 

So what produced his conclusion? 
“Well, I pray hard before I write, and 
1 felt this is the way it’s got to happen. 

1 hoped somebody over there would 
sec it, and plant the seed in some peo- 
ple’s minds." 

Whatever the effect, he said the 
book was “very, very popular in 
Israel" and “Arab people love it, loo.” 
Each side “could feel that with open 
hearts they could become instruments 
of peAcc to one another.” 

Aficr the breakdown in negotiations 
caused by the Feb. 2S killings in a 
Hebron mosque, Girzone predicted 
revived talks, which were ofllrmed 
recently by both sides. “Peace will 
come," Girzone said. “People there 
arc going to realize they have a win- 
ning combination just over the hori- 
zon.” 

Thc'catalyst in the novel is a for- 
beariag.-Compnssiona|c_strangcr 
named Joshua. He's also a key char- ' 
acter in Girzone's previous widely 
read novels, and will be in a forth- 
coming novel. "Joshua in New York 
City.” 

While he is never specifically iden- 
tifled, he is clearly reco g nizable as 
Jesus on modern-day visits to help 
resolve contemporarydifnculiies in 
various settings. 

With about 2.5 million copies sold, 
the books have included “Joshua” in a 
small town, “Joshua and the 
Children" and “The Shepherd” in 
which Joshua influences' the pope to 
institute church reforms. 

In March, Doubleday published 
Girzone’s first nonfiction book of

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
scraps of manuscript are ragged, 
torn and blackened around the 
edges. The ancient ink of the 
Hebrew lettering fades into the 
groin of the brown parchment - 
made from the skin of sheep 
slaughtered 2,000 years ago in 
southern Polestine. But os the 
lights in the glass cases- that 
house the scraps inside the 
M.H. dc Young Museum blink 
on and off, it’s as if they are 
- signaling that these are no mere 
totterings, but pieces ofhistory. 

They are the Dead Sea 
Scrolls, manuscripts that illumi- 
nate the turbulent time of the 
ancient rabbis who formulated 
what became modem Judaism^ 
of Jesus and the Apostles, and 
the Roman destruction of the 
Second Temple in Jerusalem in 
A.D. 70. They ore port of a new 
exhibit - “The Mystery of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls” - which will 
remain on display at the muse- 
um in Golden Cate Park 
.through Sunday in their only 
•West Coast showing. 

“As.ybu’re standing there 
contemplating these ancient 
texts, take a deep breath to get 
in touch with what you're see- 
ing,” advises Ken Cohen, presi- 
dent of Lehrhaus Judaica, the 
Jewish adult education school 
that holds classes throughout 
Northern California. 

"Realize that you ore reading 
2,000-yea.r-old documents from 
the critical period when the 
world in which we lived was 
formed. It was the moment 'that 
saw the convergence of Greek 
and Roman culture, Jewish cul- 
ture,- and the emergence of 
Christianity to help form civi- 
lization as we know it.” 

Since theif discoveiy in 1947 
by three Ta'amireh Bddouin 
shepherds who wondered into a 
cave in the limestone cliffs near 
the western shore of the Dead 
Sea, the scrolls have generated 
enormous public iaterest.- They 
have olso unleashed a olethora ' 
of "teamed vendettas" in the 
aco'demte world, involving a 
sequence of remarkable contro- 
versies. 


Until 1991, the scrolls - 
probably the most famous 
manuscript discovery of the 
century - remained under 
wraps, their, access limited 
largely to the exclusive group 
of scholars who originally 
undertook to uncodc them. 

Why the tight control? ' 

'One book theorized that the 
Vatican was conspiring to sup- 
press the material, fearing the 
scrolls would somehow under- 
mine tends of Roman Catholic 
foith. Not so. There arc “no 
smoking theological guns” in 
the scrolls, says Cohen. “There 
is no Eleventh Command- 
ment.” 

Instead the scrolls arc a sig- 
nificant window back into time, 
albeit one through which the 
view is often clouded. 

"Almost anything you soy 
about the scrolls can be called 
into question. That's what 
makes their interpretation so 
fascinating,” says Hcrshcl 
Shanks, editor of the Biblical 
Archaeological Review, 
through which he led a cam- 
poign to “liberate” the scrolls. 
Success came three years ago 
when two scholars - defying 
the Israel Antiquities Authority . 
which has custody of the 
scrolls - published a. computer 
reconstruction of the 
manuscripts and the 
Huntington Library in San 
Marino released 3»000 pho- 
tographs of scroll fragments 
that had never been seen by the 
public. 

Release of the material made 
front pages around the. worl4 K 
was one more chapter in'the 
scrolls' dramatic story. “And 
it’s a story that has everything: 
mystery, religion, politics, even 
sex," says Shanks, referring to 
the well-publicized Parisian 
escapades years ago of a mem- 
ber of the originol research 
team.

"R” stands for responsibility.

Swaggart begs pennies 
from fewer followers 


TTie Associated Press 

BATON ROUGE. La. - In ihc hal- 
cyon days, telcvungclisl Jimmy 
Swaggart would ask for S25, S50, even 
SlOO from followers and he would get 
it. even if it meant the donors would 
have to do wiihoul'; 

These days, Swaggart begs for pen- 
nic.s. 

His age is showing, perhaps the 
strain from all the sdindal. But the 59- 
year-old Swaggart still phiys the piano 
with that almost boogie-woogie style 
that is so akin to that of his famous and 
controversial cousin, Jerry Lee Lewis. 

Tire crowds still stand, their arms 
raised, singing and .swaying to the 
gospel music. 

But the crowds, like the donations, 
arc smaller - much smaller. 

On a recent Sunday, his 7.(MK)-scal 
Family Worship Center was two-thirds 
empty as Swaggart started his pitch. 

"Start giving if you have to give 
pennies to start with and then start 
incTc.’ising it as he increases his bless- 
ing on you." Swaggart said, giving a 
thumbs up as people came forward and 
placed (heir money in several large, 
wooden boxes. 

“It would be very amazing to the 
Lord if you danced down these aisles 
and gave your gift shouting 'Alleluia' 
all the way.” 

Swaggart is one of the most gifted 
television preachers, but even his enor- 
mous talent isn't enough to rebuild an 
empire he lost after his highly publi- 
cized meetings with prostitutes, .tcle- 
vnngelism scholars say. 

Ibc viewing audience that financial- 
ly feeds his ministry also is vastly 
smaller. Where Swaggart's extensive 
network of cable and satellite feeds 
once covered the globe and reached 3 
milliorT A'mcricahs. only 100.000 U.S. 
households watch his weekly sermon 
today, according to Arbitron. the rating 
agency. 

His ministry was S4.5 million in the 
red in 1991, the liflcsi ^car for which 
lax records were qynilable. During 
I Swagp an's t >ealt. the tax;CxemP.Lmin:i. 
' isiry earned 5150 million a year. 

Ministry officials won’t suy how 
manystudents still attend Swaggart’s 
Bible college at his $100 million com- 
plex in Baton Rouge, But a planned 
I2'Siory dormitory sits ab.mdoned. ils 
windows void of glass, weeds crowd- 
ing its cmryway. 

Other construction projects at the 
complex have also stopped. 

The ministry was recently ordered to 
pny TTinte ihai Lst.4 million for Bibles 
and other religious publications deliv- 
ered but never paid for. 

A computer firm sued Swagg.an for 
more than S80.D00 for software and 
services it claims the ministry hasn’t 
paid for. 

— Swuggori-also-agrccU-to -pay-rival- 
Marvin Gorman 51.8 million last 
month in an out-of-court settlement. 
Gorman sued Swaggart for S90 mil- 
lion after the two swapped allegations 
of sexual misconduci in 1987. 

“For all practical purposes, his 
career is over,” said Bill Marlin, a 
sociology professor at Rice University 
in Houston who specializes in telcvan- 
gclism. “That doesn’t mean he won’t 
continue lo preach and eke oiit a liv-

His Family 
Worship Center overflowed with 
attendance, and 4.5.000 sludcnls 
attended his Bibircultcgc. 

He spread his message through 
books and records. But his main 
instrument was his weekly telecast. He 
was the most-watched televangelist in 
the country for much of Ihc last 
..decade, according loAibilron- . . - . 

Swaggart fell from grace in 1988 
after Gorman hud pictures taken of 
him outside a seedy New Oricuns-arca 
motel with a prostitute. Swaggart lost 
his Assembly of God affiliation and 
mudi of the viewing audience that 
financially fed his ministries. 

in 1991. he w:is stopped wilhapros- 
jiluicirihiicadn California 

His viewing audience fell to 
400,000 households. His ministries 
complex, which once employed 1,500, 
was at half staff. His Bible college lost 
70 percent of iusiudemt*.’ 

"Because of the second scandal, it 
will be difficult for him, no mailer how 
gified a preacher and especially u tele- 
vision preacher, to rebuild a national 
ministry, *^said Quentin Schultz, author 
of “Televangelism and American 
.Cullurc".and_a_coinmunicaiipns pro-, 
fessor at Calvin College in Grand 
Rapids, Mich.

Swaggart's telecast is broadco.st on 
less expensive, local cable stations in

ministry officials won’t say where.

Marlin believes Swaggart and his 
ministry can survive as a lean, scaled- 
down operation,

Chinese government, businesses 
welcome Clinton’s trade decision

BEIJING — President Clinton has created 
a historic opportunity to improve relations 
with Beijing by cutting the link between 
China's human rights record and its trading 
rights with the United Slates, China said Fri- 
day. 

“Chincse-American relations arc impor- 
larlt, and the importance far excccds’oilicr 
bilateral relationships," Wu Jinnmin, 
spokesman for China's Foreign Mimsiry, 
told reporters. 

But Wu later added that there are still ob- 
socles in relations befwecn the two coun- 
tries, He expressed regret that Clinton 
'banned Chinese gun imports and urged Clin- 
ton to HR a U,S. ban on high-tech equipment 
sales to Chino.

Expansion slows during early 1994

WASHINGTON — Economic 
growth slowed dramatically in the 
first quarter of 1994 because of 
winter storms and the California 
earthquake, but remained stronger 
than anticipated, the government 
said Friday. 

The Commerce Department said 
the economy expanded at a healthy 
3 percent annual rate — down from 
the booming 7 percent rate for the 
final three months of 1993 but 
more rapidly than the government 
estimated a month ago. 

The stock and bond markets, 
worried about inflation and rising 
interest rates, fell after the report. 
And analysts admitted they were 
scratching their heads over the con- 


tinued strength of consumer buying 
and on unexpected rise in domestic 
government spending. 

“It was stronger than 1 anticipat- 
ed,” said economist Sung Won 
Sohn of Norwest-Corp. “People 
were getting cabin fever in January 
and February and decided to go out 
and enjoy life in March." 

But analysts said the economy 
still is slowing from the torrid pace 
at the end of last year and, with 
higher interest rates, will slacken 
further in the latter half of 1994. 

Growth was 2.9 percent in ihc 
third quarter of 1993 and 3 percent 
for the full year. 

Friday's increase in the gross do- 
mestic product was revised upward 
from last month’s 2.6 percent esti- 
mate for the first quarter of 1994. 


Most economists had anticipated a 
downward revision, believing the 
previous estimate overstated 
growth. 

The Commerce Department said 
higher consumer spending, govern- 
ment purchases and net exports 
more than offset a downward revi- 
sion in business inventories. 

The eye-popping growth that 
closed out last year — the highest 
since the sum of 1984 — played a 
big part in prompting the Federal 
Reserve to boost short-term interest 
rales four timc.s this year. 

Economists i^ist most signs 
point to modest expansion this 
year, particularlyaftcr the full ef- 
fects of the Fed’s latest inlcrc.st rate 
increases arc felt. 

The winter chill and the devaswt- 


ing California earthquake in Jan- 
uary severely dampened growth, 
contributing to a slower pace in 
housing and business construction 
and a sharp drop in business profits 
due to uninsured property losses 
and claims paid by insurance com- 
panies. 

The gross domestic product is the 
nation's broadest gauge of econom- 
ic activity, measuring all goods and 
services produced in the United 
Scales. 

Tltc Commerce Department also 
reported that after-tax corporate 
profits in the quarter fell to an an- 
nual rate of S284.9 billion, down 
3.7 percent from the last quarter of 
1993 following a 7.9 percent in- 
crease over the previous three 
months.

Stockholders reject union-backed 
move to alter Albertson’s policies 


• BOISE (AP) — Attempts by em- 
ployee-shareholders to force confi- 
dential voting and the annual elec- 
tion of all board members were 
overwhelmingly rejected Friday by 
the stockholders of Alberuon's Inc. 

Shareholders with nearly 75 per- 
cent of the stock rcprc.senied at the 
annual meeting opposed the move 
to elect the entire 12-member board 
annually rather than a third every 
year and those with just under 70 
percent of the stock backed the pro- 
posal for confidential voting. 

About 85 percent of the 260 mil- 
lion shares were voted at the annual 
meeting of the nation’s' fourth 
largest retail food and drug chain, 
which reported a 6 percent increase 
in first quarter profits to S78.8 mil- 
lion. The board opposed both pro- 
posals. 

Employees pressing the changes 
were supported by the Teamsters 
Union and Bart Naylor, a Boise na- 
tive with the union's corporafe af- 
fairs office in Washington, D.C, os 
part of the union’s campaign to ex- 
ert influence on corporate boards 
across the nation. 

The Albertson's board said annu- 
al election of all members would 


eliminate continuity in cpg)oratc 
leadership and make corporate 
take-over by proxy easier. The. 
board maintained it wa.s a ploy by 
the union to gain leverage over the 
oimpany for future contract negoti- 
ations. 

But Naylor, referring to the more 
than $30 million -Albertson’s has 
paid to settle racial and sex dis- 
crimination suits in receal years, ar- 
gued that the chain has problems 
with race and gender relations that 
its all-white, mostly.male board of 
directors was not adequately re- 
sponding to. The widow of corpo- 
rate founder Joe Albertson, 
Kathym, is the only woman on the 
board. 

But Chairman and Chief Execu- 
tive Officer Gary Michael empha- 
sized that in the largest of the suits 
— a $29.5 million settlement in 
California — the company did not 
concede any discriminatory policy' 
and the Arm representing the work- 
ers allegedly discriminated against 
said it was willing to take the cash 
because Albertson’s had already 
made strides in equal opportunity 
hiring and promotion. "We think 
we’ve got equal employment op- 


portunities in place," Michael told 
more than a thousand shareholders- 
atlending the meeting in Boise. 
"We’re proud of our record. We're 
making great progress.” 

He also indicated that settling the 
complaint was cheaper than fight- 
ing it for years and years in the 
courts. 

Naylor said secret ballots were 
important to remove any employee- 
shareholders fear of retaliation by 
management for voting against its 
wishes, but he also coneeded that 
there was no indication Albert.son’a., 
employee-shareholders had ever' 
been subjected to coercion or retali- 
ation in such eases. 

The board called that proposal 
unnecessary and unworkable. It 
said stockholders can protect their 
identity, if they want, by have their 
shares held for them by a tliird par- 
ty who would vote the annual 
proxy. 

Michael did announce that an ex- 
ecutive incentive plan that he sug- 
gested would make compensation 
increases for executives subject to 
some kind of performance stan- 
dards could be submitted to stock- 
holders next year.
